Washington, D. C., April 21.—Wil- 


liam Randolph Hearst, former aspir- 
ant for the Democratic nomination 
for the presidency, issued a remark- 
able statement last night, over ihs 
own signature, in which he unquali- 
fiedly indorses Mr. Taft. In doing so, 
also criticises in earnest terms the 
administration of President Roosevelt 
and in so many words warns the 
Americaa.nation against a renewal of 
the political domination of the former 
president. 


"No one can talk with the presi- 


dent without appreciating and 
re- 


specting bis earnestness and sincer- 
ity," 
the statement proceeds. "Per- 


sonally, I believe also In his efficien- 
cy. He has been, one year in office 
and has certainly -accomplished more 
•In that one year than Roosevelt did 
in his first year. 


"It is hardly fair to compare Taft's 


one with Roosevelt's seven, and yet 
I am not sure that even-with that the 
comparison might not he to Taft's 
advantage. / Taft methods 
are 
not 


those of Roosevelt, but then Taft will 
probably not conclude his term .with 
a panic. .. 


"On the whole it jeems to me that 


a quiet, earnest gentleman who came 
Into office when the country was in 
the. slough of adversity and 
after 


one year in office has placed the 
country on the high road of prosperity 
isr quite as valuable a president as a 
more, showy and. spectacular person 
who found the' country in the height, 
.of .-prosperity and left It'ln the depths 
of adversity."

Relative Value of Foodi 


The nutritive value of any food is 


measured by the amount of protein, 
fats, and carbohydrates contained. In 
it. The most valuable of these Is pro- 
tein, the nitrogen-containing.albumen 
like substance similar in character to 
the white of an egg. This is the kind 
of food that produces flesh and bone, 
not fat. Lean meat and the white bt 
an egg are almost pure protein. Cot- 
ton seed flour, It is claimed, contains 
four times the .protein-contained In 
eggs and almost as much fat, and is 
twice, as valuable as meat as a muscle 
building food. 


A few years ago cotton seed was 


worth only 0 or 1C cents per bushel. 
The price now ranges from 45 to 50 
cents per bushel, and the prospects 
are that It will increase rapidly. A 
bale of cotton weighing 1600 pounds 
will produce 600 pounds of lint, worth 
about $75 at present market 
quota- 


tions, and the rest is seed.- A ton^of 
seed will bring about $10 or $17. 


Cotton . producers are deeply inter- 


ested in the, oleomargarine law, and 
are advocating the proposed change 
in the law which will levy a uniform 
tax on all olep of 2 cents a pound.

Labor Leaders Talk of the 


cost of Living 


.Portsmouth Indictments were num- 


aroui b«tor« tha grand Jury. 


Boston, April 21.-The Journal to- 


day ' publishes tho following: 


"The efforts of the labor unions to 


Increase tho wages of employees hi 
the effect of the high cost of living 
and not the cause." This declaratloi 
v'fis made by several prominent labor 
leaders during Interviews with a Jour- 
nal reporter yesterday iu an endeav- 
or to present their side of the question 
to the public in opposition to the at- 
titude taken by Charles W. Eliot, 
president emeritus of Harvard, at the 
dinner of the Massachusetts Reform 
club In Young's Hotel Monday even- 
Ing. 
President Eliot at that time sta- 


ted that the joint agreement between 
employers and their employees was 
largely responsible for the 
present 


high cost of living. Speaking of the 
building trades in particular, he de- 
clared that because of these joint 
agreements there had been an 
ad- 


vance, of from 30 to 60 per cent, 
in 


the cost of building all structures 
during the past fourteen years. This 
fact, he continued, had "resulted in the 
housing space of the ordinary citizen, 
who. earns from $15 to $20 a week, 
being reduced one-half, although he 
now pays the same "price: for this ac- 
comiroJatlon as he did for the larger: 
space formerly.

Carefully test this, maice 
good all bearings, especially the spigot bearing of clutch, and flt up 
again carefully. If the clutch is of the expanding type, see that you 
have it adjusted properly, and that your adjusting mechanism is right. 
Don't go. out with the'adjusting screw right'home. Be', very careful to 
note the. pins of the bevel wheels,'see that they are fitted with snugs . 
so that they cannot revolve, and that the pinions are free and in good 
order. 
- Carefully .exaniine the balls if it is a ball'thrust, then if there 


is rany sign of trouble fit new balls and test them before they are put 
in. 


You should, while you are dealing with the component parts ot 


the motor, note the condition of the'spare parts on hand, if you have 
the correct ones or not, try them in their places, clean and grease 
them and stow them away, make .a. note of any replacements or ad- 
ditions to the list that may be necessary, and order them at once so 
that you will have them ready when you go cruising. . 


If you have looked after the job, and presuming that It was well 


installed, rewiring will not be necessary, but it. is as well to take the 
wires down and clean them with gasoline; 
this will remove all 


grease and save the rubber insulation. Coils should be cleaned (it is 
better to take a coil ,o'ff the boat1 and keep it In a dry room when 
she is laid up), and tjje contacts rubbed with-an oilstone slip. Com- 
mutators must be dealt.with according to their merits, but see that all 
'is right both electripally and mechanically. The batteries should 
have been fully charged when you laid up, the acid emptied out and 
the boxes filled with' soft' water. 
You can now thoroughly clean and 


enamel the terminals, wash out all sediment, fill up with dilute acid 
(ten of water to one of best brimstone, sulphuric, the mixture having 
a specific gravity of. 1.11) and recharge. Test through electric cir- 
cuits, and make sure that the timing is correct 


, 
If you use a magneto, it would.be as .well to ascertain if the insu- 


lation of this machine is correci. by taking it to the nearest electric 
light station, where they will test it with a generator and Ohm meter. 
Brush out and clean the armature and the bearings'and give the wind- 
ing a coat of shellac,.varnish after throroughly drying, and give the 
metal "parts that are painted a coat of enamel. If you have low ten-_ 
sion plugs take them apart, clean and carefully grind In and see that 
the Insulated electrode is properly adjusted and the insulation correct. 
While testing this, deal with all spare plugs, clean them, test them, 
and then give a good coat of mineral grease and stow away in waxed 
paper. ' 
' 


The best method'of dealing with spare parts is to have a chest 


made to carry all of them you require. The annual overhauling is the 
time to decide what you will have, and to arrange for the chest, with 
a compartment for each set, and a label on each, compartment. Make 
the chest'w'ith troys with the small articles in the top tray and do not 
omit a supply of nuts/washers., screws, split pins, etc., together with 
'dig nuts,'scrapers, and .such special tools as you may require wtien

SPRING CANDIES 


ulaple Sugar Makes the Most Dell- 


clous of Bonbons. 


Heal maple sugar Is such a delicious 
weet in itself that It seems like gild- 
ng refined gold to boll It down -with 
ream and, nuts or to turn It into 
fondant, but those who want to do 
o may find the following recipe use- 
ul: 
. . . . ' . . 


For a maple fondant take three cup- 


ulls of maple syrup, two of cane sug- 
r and half a teaspoouful of craam of 
artar. Boll, this mixture until it 
orras a 'thread an inch long when 
(Tripped from 'a spoon. Then pour It 
hto a butered pan and let It stand 
wenty minutes. At the end of this 
line beat it with' a fork until it thick- 
ens. Turn the mass out on a butter- 
id platter and treat it like an oral- 
ary fondant. Then use In any way 
desired,' Balls of the fondant may 
>'e pressed between the halves of nuts 
ir rolled in fresh-grated cocoanut or 
iquares or it may be dipped In melted 
chocolate. 


Another delicious 
maple 
bonbon 


calls for two big cupfuls of broken 
maple sugar and a scant cupful ot 
ioh milk or cream boiled together 
mill a little hardened when stirred 
n V cold saucer. .When this stage is 
eached add some chopped nutmeats, 
butternuts or pecan nuts preferred, 
and pour the mixture into buttered 
tans after heating It until it begins 
o thicken. When cold cut Into squares. 
This also makes a nice cake filling It 
•spread over the cake before It be- 
comes too hard. 


The Huguen'ots of Colonial days 


used to prepare what they called a 
"nut sweet," "which .was made from 
maple sugar, butter and nuts. It was 
slightly browned, so that a caramel 
flavor was added to that of the maple ' 
•mgar. The sugar was put Into a hot 
pan and enough water was added to 
prevent burning; It was allowed to 
melt slowly and then brown -slightly. 
Nuts were added, either hickory or 
butternuts, or, if almonds were used, 
after blanching. The sweetmeat was 
then set in a cold place to harden, 
when it was ready for serving.

Maple sugar that has been melted 


and mixed with a little butter makes 
a delicious coating for cream candies 
prepared from white fondant. Cocoa- 
nut creams are 
particularly 
good 


"when treated In this way; 


When a little hot water is added to 


ihe melted maple sugar and It Is al- 
lowed to cook a moment OT two and 
to brown slightly while cooking It 
makes an agreeable 'filling for a cake, 
but 'care must be taken that it does 
not get too hard. If, when a little 
has been stirred in a "cold saucer, It 
hardens before it is cold it has been 
cooked too long. If It is still liquid 
when cold it has not been cooked long 
enough. This is a much better way 
of testing candy -and cake frosting 
than dropping a little In cold Water 
to form a ball.

A tree on the Island of Cos is said 


o be 2000 years old-.1 It is a decrepit

from Guelma, Algeria, near the Mes-

bout by hanging to the branches of

This ancient grove is in
